Missouri’s 
centennial good 
roads 
system will lost about $900,000 
of 
aid by the action of the United States 
senate Friday in cutting the annual 
federal aid 
road 
appropriation from 
$100,000.000 to $75,000,000. 
Most of 
this loss, under the Centennial road 
law passed at the recent special ses­ 
sion of the legislature will fall on the 
proposed 1500 miles 
of cross-state, 
hightypc roads provided for in 
the 
new law. 
Missouri was to have received ap­ 
proximately $3,600,000 
of the $100,- 
000.000 appropriation voted by the na­ 
tional house 
of representatives. 
Re­ 
ducing this by one-fourth, the amount 
of the senate cut means a loss 
of 
$900,000, leaving the state $2,700,000 
as its share of 
this 
year’s 
federal 
road distribution. 
The $900,000 lost 
by the action of the senate means 
a 
loss to the state of about thirty miles 
of concrete or other high-type road. 
County 
Judge 
Hack worth 
of 
Wayne County, chairman of the 
ex­ 
ecutive committee 
of 
the 
Missouri 
Good Roads Federation, said yester­ 
day that good road advocates 
were 
thankful to get the $75,000,000 appro­ 
priation, in view of the attempts 
to 
economize at Washington. 
“We hope to get the regular $100,- 
000.000 annuol appropriation through 
next year under hotter business con­ 
ditions”, Hackworth said. 
The Centennial road 
law was pass­ 
ed by the Missouri legislature 
on the 
expectation that 
congess 
would 
ap­ 
propriate $100,000.000 a year for fed­ 
eral aid. On this basis it was estimat­ 
ed that in ten years the state would 
get from the federal government $35,- 
000,000. 
On this expectation the bill finally 
was framed and passed with a pro- 
ision giving $6,000 a mile for 
two 
crosscounty roads in each county, out 
of the $60,000,000 state bond issue. 
If the $6,000 is not enough to con­ 
struct a hard surface gravel road, or 
higher type 
if traffic conditions re­ 
quire, additional funds may 
be used 
from the bond issue. 
The $60,000,000 
tate and $35,000,000 
federal funds 
were apportioned on the basis of two- 
thirds for the cross-county roads and 
one-third for cross state roads. 
There is a possibility, however, that 
before the federal appropriation bill is 
passed, a provision may be attached 
which will specify that 60 per cent of 
the federal appropriation 
must 
be 
used on high type, cross state high­ 
ways. 
This would give more funds 
for the proposed 1500-mile cross state 
system than were contemplated under 
the original bill.— St. Louis Star.
